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Spartan School of Aeronautics is fully accredited to 
offer an Associate Degree Program. The School was 
accredited in May by the Oklahoma Board of Regents 
for Higher Education. This means that Spartan stu- 
dents can earn a degree in higher education. 

Spartan is the first proprietary school to receive such 
accreditation in Oklahoma. All other accredited 
schools are either public institutions or non-profit or- 
ganizations. 

Spartan has long been an accredited member of the 
National Association of Trade and Technical Schools 
and is monitored and approved by the Federal Aviation 
Administration in its aviation maintenance and flight 
courses. It has been approved by the Oklahoma Board 
of Private Schools for many years. 

Spartan programs included in the new accreditation 
plan are the Aviation Maintenance Technician course 
and the Aviation Instrument-Electronics Technician 
course. Students successfully completing either of 
these two courses plus the General Education Program 
(a 3-month program) will earn an Associate Degree. 
The student should maintain a 76 average in Technical 
School, however, to qualify for the degree. The School 
may in the future offer additional degree programs. 

How will this help the student? 

The program will help the Spartan graduate become

more well-rounded. He will have a more cultural and 
learned background. The Associate Degree will en- 
hance the graduate’s chance of getting a better job 
and increase his opportunity for advancement after 
employment. The degree will also assist Spartan grad- 
uates seeking other higher education degrees at col- 
leges and universities. 

The Associate Degree Program will enhance the 
quality of education at Spartan. It will also boost the 
School's prestige and add prestige to the licenses of 
the graduates. The Associate Degree is an added at- 
traction for employers looking for technicians with a 
little extra. 

The General Education courses being offered to ful- 
fill the requirements for the Associate Degree include 
English, Political Science, American History, Physics 
and Mathematics. These will be offered every three- 
months. Students may take all five subjects in the 
3-month period which is a full load; or the subjects can 
be split into two quarters for an easier load. 

The Aviation Maintenance Technician course, when 
added to the General Education Program of 9 credits, 
will earn the student 77 credit hours (the minimum re- 
quired). The Aviation Instrument-Electronics Degree 
Program earns the student 99 credit hours.

Aviation Maintenance Technician 


All United States civilian aircraft are registered by the 
Federal Aviation Administration (FAA) and must be ser- 
viced or repaired by licensed technicians, or by me- 
chanics working under their supervision. These 
licensed technicians are, therefore, found in nearly 
every repair facility around the world where U.S. com- 
mercial aircraft are flown. Airframe and Powerplant 
(A&P) Technicians are licensed by the FFA to perform 
most maintenance work and are required to record and 
sign-off the completion of such work in aircraft log 
books. The license is not limited as to size or type of 
aircraft. 

Operations of the aviation industry are dependent 
upon the continuing availability of these skilled A&P 
technicians. They make the routine inspections and 
repairs which are mandatory for every operating air- 
craft — whether privately owned and flown or com- 
mercially owned and operated. Their work may be per- 
formed on the flight line at airports everywhere or in 
repair and overhaul shops on the airports. Employers 
include the airlines, aircraft sales and service com- 
panies (often called Fix Base Operators), private cor- 
porations owning aircraft, aircraft manufacturers, and 
the military services. Typically, in all of these organiza- 
tions the key maintenance technicians and the mainte- 


nance supervisors hold A&P licenses with the FAA. 

Generally, the smaller organizations require that the 
technician be capable of performing the full range of 
duties in the maintenance of aircraft even including in 
some cases, work on wood and fabric aircraft as well 
as all-metal aircraft, including both reciprocating and 
turbine types. In larger organizations the technician 
may concentrate his efforts on just the Airframe or the 
Powerplant portion of the aircraft. In the very large or- 
ganizations there is normally a further subdivision of 
effort wherein the technician may be concentrating his 
efforts on a particular portion of airframes or engines. 
Some technicians hold only the airframe or powerplant 
certificate. Most licensed technicians prefer to have 
both. 

Requirements for admission to training schools such 
as Spartan are the candidates have a high school edu- 
cation and reasonably good health. An interest in 
maintenance and in high school mathematics and 
physics, or sicence, is desirable. 

At Spartan the course is taught to prepare the stu- 
dent for licensing as an Airframe or Powerplant Tech- 
nician in 11 months. The combined A&P Technician is 
trained in 17 months. 


SPARTAN GRADUATES HAVE GONE TO WORKIN 


General Aviation Pilot 


Flying in general aviation is interesting and varied 
work. New challenges face the pilot every day. Pilots 
who work in general aviation may consider a number 
of interesting flight careers. Some extend vital air ser- 
vice to remote areas where surface transportation is 
too slow. Others may work in aerial photography, am- 
bulance service, agricultural services and power line 
and pipeline patrol. The list of opportunities continues 
to grow. 

Requirements for positions in general aviation vary, 
but persons completing the Professional Pilot curricu- 
lum stand the best chance to get the better positions. 
The basic course of study includes the Private and 
Commercial Pilot courses followed by the Instrument 
Flight Instructor and Multi-Engine ratings. Persons 
considering careers in helicopter flying should follow 
the same basic curriculum as above. but should take 
the Commercial Helicopter transition course after the 
Commercial Pilot course. 

Careers in General Aviation are an ideal way of life 
for many pilots. For others this work is a stepping- 
stone that accumulates flying experience to help them 
qualify for other aviation careers. 
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Corporate Pilot 


Since 95% of the Nation’s airports are not serviced 
by scheduled airlines many businesses find it profit- 
able to own aircraft. Pilots for corporations are envied 
positions and the goal of many persons entering Pro- 
fessional Pilot careers. 

Approximately 40,000 businesses currently own and 
operate one or more aircraft for the use of their per- 
sonnel. This creates employment opportunities for 
many Corporate Pilots each year in the “‘air transporta- 
tion’ departments of these companies. 

Although an Airframe and Powerplant Technician 
certificate is not necessary, it is an advantage to pros- 
pective Corporate Pilot applicants. Many persons 
begin careers as Corporate Pilots after working as 
Flight Instructors or Co-Pilot/Mechanics. It is easy to 
see why the Aviation Maintenance Technician course 
followed by the Private and Commercial License with 
Instrument Rating can lay the foundation for a career 
as a Corporate Pilot. 
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AVIATION CAREERS DIRECTLY FROM SCHOOL 


Airline Pilot 


A career as an airline transport pilot is usually a long 
range goal, but the road to achieving it is full of its own 
rewards. Education and employment along the way 
can provide a feeling of accomplishment and satisfac- 
tion. 

Many Spartan graduates are airline pilots, but airline 
pilots must be seasoned experts. Their training comes 
through years of experience. Pilots don’t step into air- 
line pilot positions directly from training as they do in 
other pilot positions. Even if pilots have all the ratings 
required they must build a record of experience. But 
airlines need pilots to fly the big transports and anyone 
who wishes to qualify must plan his career early. 

Most airlines require at least two years of college 
education (Some require a Bachelor of Science de- 
gree), all the required flight ratings and vast experi- 
ence before they accept a pilot for training within their 
organization. Spartan’s newly accredited associate de- 
gree program meets the needs of some airlines and 
provides many of the requirements for the others. 
There’s only one way to get the required experience 
and that’s to get an early start, earn as many flight rat- 
ings as possible through training then build these up 
through employment, thereby gaining the necessary 
experience toward your ultimate goal. Your flight rat- 
ings can help you earn the money you'll need to finish 
any college requirements of an airline pilot. In this 
program you'll gain experience and education at the 
same time. 


Instrument Technician 


Instrument repair, calibration and maintenance work 
is light and pleasant and can be performed as well by 
women as by men. For this reason it offers a rewarding 
career potential to women who seek to obtain the 
same pay as men in a stable and growing industry. 
Since most instrument work is performed at test 
benches, with little or no physical exertion involved, it 
can generally be handled satisfactorily by persons with 
certain physical handicaps. Hundreds of workers have 
enjoyed many years of well paid work after disabling 
accidents, following retraining in this particular area of 
aviation technology. 

Technicians trained in this field are needed in the in- 
strument shops of all airlines. They are also employed 
in shops which specialize in the maintenance and re- 
pair of aircraft instruments. Skills acquired are also 
applicable to instrument laboratory requirements in 
fields other than aviation. 

The course is 16 months in length. When combined 
with the Avionics course it totals 20 months.

Aviation Electronics 
Technician 


This new. aviation career has been in existence for 
only a few years but has grown rapidly reflecting the 
continued development of the aviation industry. Highly 
sophisticated navigation systems are being designed 
and installed in nearly every phase of aircraft control. 

Most general aviation aircraft and all airline trans- 
ports rely on a number of electronic systems. These 
include radio, transpounders, Loran, radar, electronic 
altimeters, fire detection, air conditioning, pressuriza- 
tion engine controls, and radio compasses. Many of 
these airborne systems require more complex ground 
support installations to repair and calibrate these sys- 
tems. 

Technicians who are qualified to do this work are 
normally in demand by manufacturers, fixed base 
operators, avionics labs and associated aviation and 
electronics services. 

Spartan training is directed toward preparing gradu- 
ates for work as flight-line service technicians. These 
technicians install avionics equipment in aircraft and 
maintain aircraft avionics systems to assure perform- 
ance. They are trained to analyze system performance, 
calibrate equipment, isolate faulty equipment and 
make those repairs which can be performed in the air- 
craft. Spartan’s course is taught in 12 months. 
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Industrial Testing And 
Inspection Technician 


Engineers and quality assurance people have given 
up the old custom of testing an object to its point of 
failure to determine how good it was. New scientific 
methods of testing have been developed which are 
commonly referred to as nondestructive testing. With 
the development of these scientific testing techniques 
has evolved a demand for technicians who have the 
knowledge and skills to conduct these nondestructive 
tests and inspections. 

The Aviation industry is one of the fields which has a 
need for these science-method testing technicians. 
This is why Spartan offers the course of Industrial Test- 
ing and Inspection Technician. 

Industrial testing technicians can ‘“‘Look inside’ an 
aircraft wing, a pipeline, a structural steel part and find 
defects, large or very small, long before they become 
dangerous failures. These advanced techniques in- 
clude such methods as x-rays, gamma rays, ultran- 
sonics, magnetic particles, fluorescent penetrants and 
eddy currents. The field of Industrial testing continues 
to grow as new materials, more highly stressed, are in- 
troduced into transportation and process equipment.
